that worried Pepys all through his thirty years 
service in naval administration, and there are 
constant references to it in his diary, letters and 
minute-books. 

As a young clerk he set himself to learn all 
the intricacies of the trade and the method of 
measuring timber accurately with a‘sliding-rule’. In 
June 1662 he records in his diary, “Sir W. Warren 
discoursing of deals | did offer to go along with 
his deal ships, which we did to half a 
score, where he showed me the difference between 
Dram, Swinsound, Christiania and others and told 
me many pleasant notions concerning their manner 


of cutting and sawing them by watermills. From 


him among 


on board he took me to his yard, where vast and 
many places of deals, sparrs, balks, etc., the 
difference between which I never knew before’. 

A few weeks later Anthony Deane, the famous 
shipbuilder, took him into Waltham Forest “‘and 
there we saw many trees of the King’s a-hewing 
and he showed me the whole mystery of off-square 
(half-square) wherein the King is abused in the

timber that he buys, which | shall with much 
pleasure be able to correct.” 

Twenty years afterwards when the fleet was 
being rebuilt, stocks of home-grown oak were 
insufhcient, and the Baltic timber used instead 
gave trouble. “None of the King’s Shipwrights 
at the beginning of our 30 new ships showed any 
apprehension they had of the bad effects we find 
of our East Country Plank when they contracted 
for it”, Pepys reported to the ‘solemn conference’ 
(the “departmental committee’ of the day) sum- 
moned to investigate, and his initiative in seeking 
new souces of supply was approved by the King 
and the Privy Council. 


Three hundred years later the timber trade is once more 
opening up new sources of supply, and many excellent 
hardwoods are now being imported from West Africa 
and other forests of the Sterling Area.

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SOUTH BANK TRIUMPH 

The time has come when we can stop 
saying how good the South Bank looks 
as though it’s going to be and stari say- 
ing what it’s actually like. And I have 
no hesitation in announcing that it’s 
very, very good indeed: a triumph for 
all concerned in it, that gives one re- 
newed faith in the vitality of British 
architecture. 

* 

It is particularly a triumph, I think, in 
the imaginative use made of the site, 
which has been transferred into what the 
Review has taught us to call modern 
townscape at its best. By never letting 
you see everything at once, but instead 
bringing new vistas into view every time 
you turn a corner, Hugh Casson and his 
colleagues have made the small site 
appear twice as big as it would have 
appeared with a formal, geometrical 
layout. 


And they’ve made splendid use of the 
river: by a clever use of levels bring- 
ing the whole width of the river into the 
apparent area of the exhibition, con- 
triving the most enchanting views up- 
stream and downstream, using, as it 
seems, the whole of London’s architec- 
ture as a backcloth, making newest and 
oldest London serve as foreground arid 
background to the same exciting picture. 


* 


Everyone will agree about the success 
of the layout in general and of all the 
incidentals that make so much differ- 
ence to it: the landscaping, the plant- 
ing, the colour, the fountains, the de- 
tailing of lamp posts, ice-cream kiosks, 
litter-baskets and railings, all of which 
struck me as consistently good in de- 
sign, yet lively and full of ideas. People 
will no doubt disagree (which is a good 
thing) about which are the most suc- 
cessful and which the least successful 
buildings. I can only give a list of my 
own preferences—formed, I may say, 
after a quick tour and liable to modi- 
fication later. 


* 


My favourite bits: the cantilevered 
hood over the Chicheley Street en- 
trance and the gaily coloured trellis 
along the York Road boundary (both 
by the Architects’ Co-op); the white 
plaster tree in the flora and fauna sec- 
tion of O’Rorke’s Countryside building; 
the view down-river, obtained at only 
just above water level, from the Fry- 
Drew Thames-side Restaurant; Eric 
Brown’s viewing platforms that stick 
out over the river in front of the con- 
cert-hall; the intricate interior of Basil 
Spence’s Sea and Ships building and 
Richard Huws’s_ water-sculpture - in 
front of it; the interior of Ward and 
Austin’s Harbour Bar—and indeed the 
pleasantly casual introduction of little 
bars and cafés in odd corners of nearly 


all the buildings—the provision, simi- 
larly, in nearly all the buildings of un- 
expected platforms from which one can 
view the exhibition grounds or watch 
the life up and down the river. 

* 

Finally, my choice of the most distin- 
guished building (taken all round— 
structure, detailing and contents); the 
Lion and Unicorn Pavilion, by R. D. 
Russell and R. Y. Goodden: my choice 
of the most elegant exterior; the Re- 
gatta Restaurant by Misha Black and 
Alexander Gibson: and full marks to 
Powell and Moya for the Skylon—a 
brave idea that has really come off. 


THE PAINTING ON THE WALL 

Last week I was snowed under by 
Press invitations but I was able to 
spend a short time at the Royal 
Academy Exhibition which opened to 
the public on Saturday. There is, 
needless to say, nothing very startling 
to report: the only little bit of Festival 
year which has been allowed to intrude 
into the Architectural Room is a model 
of Basil Spence’s Sea and Ships 
Pavilion. However, I visited this year 
with an extra degree of watchfulness 
because on these sober walls there are 
hung those innocent-appearing sketches 
which lead, two or three years after 
their appearance, when they have 
virtually been forgotten about, to the 
wildest controversy and furore (such 
as Louis de Soisson’s proposals for 
Carlton House Terrace, which first 
appeared several years ago and pro- 
voked little comment at the time). 
Adopting the réle of prophet I predict 
that this year’s harbinger for contro- 
versy will be the new Government 
offices in Whitehall! Place, designed by 
Clifford E. Mee, architect, MOW. 


* 


Hanging not far away from this rather 
heavy piece of neo-classicism was a 
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A general view of the traditional brick houses 
on the new housing estate at Bradwell, 
Newcastle, Staffs. 
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Further evidence of the growing 
preference for PARKINSON 
is provided by the Newcastle- 
under-Lyme Borough Council 
which specified PARKINSON 
Modern Gas Cookers for incor- 
poration in the housing scheme 
at Bradwell new Housing 
Estate. 
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design which also stems from the 
MOW, the Tonbridge Crown building 
by Edward H. Banks. In this I was 
delighted to see an attempt, even 
though somewhat over-influenced by 
Scandinavian styles, to break clean 
away from the stolid ministerial manner 
with which we are too familiar. A 
selection of these designs, including one 
by that arbitrator of taste, H. S. Good- 
hart-Rendel, upon which I will not 
comment, appear, I am told, at the end 
of this week’s JOURNAL. 


There are also other designs upon 
which it may be safer for me to pass 
no remarks, such as Sir Hubert Worth- 
ington’s proposed new buildings for 
Pembroke College, Oxford, and Pro- 
fessor A. E. Richardson’s Technical 
College at Bedford. As far as the craft 
of draughtsmanship is concerned, 
Messrs. Myerscough- Walker and 
Lawrence Wright, who appear, at first 
glance, to have shared most of the 
work between them, have gone to great 
pains to give the buildings the skies. 
trees and flowers they so often need. 
The work of another competent 
perspective artist also caught my eye, 
a’ painting by Ian Baker for a new 
extension to Manresa College, Roe- 
hampton, designed by David Stokes. 
Raymond Erith, whose painstaking 
designs of early nineteenth century 
derivation will be familiar to readers, 
has this year forgone the convention 
of architectural drawing entirely and 
presents his design for a new warden’s 
lodgings for Merton College, Oxford, 
only by means of an artist’s oil painting 
which not only has none of the hard, 
precise qualities one comes to expect 
in an architectural perspective but is 
also so composed and painted that it 
is well-nigh impossible to tell, of the 
several buildings shown, which is the 
new design. A masterly achievement.

So much for work of architects within 
the fold, so to speak. Of those without, 
the only one I spotted, in a very quick 
survey of the galleries, was a pleasant 
water colour by architect Anthony 
Petty. No doubt there are more.

Editors 





OW that the first stage in the construction of the Royal 
Festival Hall is virtually complete and the hall has 
been opened to the public we are devoting nearly a 
whole issue of the JOURNAL to a description, with illustrations, 
of the building. London’s only major concert hall will 
undoubtedly be a subject of discussion and controversy for 
some time to come. The concert-going public will inevitably 
appraise the hall by the quality of the reception of music 
played in it and, perhaps, by the provision of ‘restaurants in 
which they may take refreshments in comfort—something that 
is sorely lacking in other London halls. 

It is possible that many concert-goers who have been led to 
expect their music to be encased in a neo-classical shell will 
not immediately take kindly to the building’s appearance. 
But what of the architect ? What will his verdict be ? What- 
ever criticisms he has to offer (and we, ourselves, are reserving 
any comments on the esthetics of the building for a future 
date) he will be aware that at a time when the building industry 

in this country has been severely criticized for its inefficiency 
_and its declining standards of craftsmanship, British crafts- 
men have shown that, given the opportunity, they can produce 
/a complex and highly finished building in a short space of 
time and under very difficult conditions. Then again, it will 
be realized that the Festival Hall provides proof that an 
official department can do outstanding work under the proper 
It is to their credit that the architects, Robert 
| Matthew, Dr. Martin, Edwin Williams, Peter Moro and their 
staff, who achieved a brilliant solution to difficult planning 
problems at the outset, carried through their design without 
compromise, in spite of the many obstacles they had to sur- 
mount. The result of their work is due to a great extent to 
the efficient way in which they carried out the architect’s dual 
role of designer and co-ordinator, for problems associated with 
site preparation and structural work, compelled them to 
consult many specialist advisers. 

In the following pages we have attempted to show something 

of the development of the design of concert halls over the past 

'century and the effect on concert hall designs of the growing 

understanding of acoustics. ‘The comments and criticisms of 

an acoustics expert are included in this issue, together with 

_ those of the people most intimately concerned with the concert 

'hall—the conductor and musicians. 

Finally, we have illustrated the architectural feature that 

makes the Festival Hall unique in the contemporary world 

'of architecture ; that is to say, the suspension of the main 
body of the auditorium as a separate entity within the sur- 
rounding envelope of the foyers. There are, we realize, many 

aspects of the design that will provoke comment and discussion 

among architects. But for the moment. it is, perhaps, as 
well to spend a short time in appreciation of one of Britain’s

a comparison with EARLIER EXAMPLES 


HISTORY 


Concert halls—that is to say halls designed solely for listening 
to music—have been built in many architectural styles, accord- 
ing to fashion or to particular conditions. In every instance 
auditoriums have been designed to satisfy a certain number of 
common conditions, and it is interesting, therefore, to compare 
the plans of the notable concert halls of the world. It is 
also interesting to note how greater understanding of the 
principles of acoustics has influenced concert hall designers. 
The halls which we illustrate have all, either by their success 
or failure, influenced the design of the Royal Festival Hall. 
Its parallel walls owe much to the great success of the Leipzig 
Gewandhaus, whilst a precedent for the wall treatment can 
be found in the studio of the Radiohuset at Copenhagen. 


Cf course, all buildings, however revolutionary they may 
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seem at the time, are indirectly influenced by architecture 
of the past, but in this instance, it is no accident that the 
hall’s design is derivative. Investigations were made of the 
acoustic properties of many of the most notable halls of 
comparable size. In shape, at least, the auditorium is the 
direct result of the study of halls known to be good acoustically. 
It should be pointed out that the Royal Festival Hall, which 
accommodates nearly 3,500 people, is the largest concert hall 
in the British Isles, and among the largest in the world. 
(Incidentally, the larger the hall the greater are the planning 
difficulties.) Many people have come to think of the Albert 
Hall, which hods nearly 10,000, as a concert hall. But it 
was originally dedicated as a hall of “‘ Arts and Sciences,” 


and is still, in fact, used for many purposes. 


1894: THE GEWANDHAUS, LEIPZIG (now destroyed) 


designed by GROPIUS and SCHMIEDEN

The most notable things 
about this hall were its flat 
ceiling and rectangular plan, 
giving equal distribution of 
sound and random reflections. 
It had a fine reputation 
among musicians and_ has 
been accepted as a standard 
for good acoustic design. 
Although its design was in- 
fluenced by that of the theatre 
of the period, it had less total 
absorption per cu. ft. of 
volume, and_ reverberation 
was longer, so that the quality 
of tone was fuller. 


1893 ; QUEEN’S HALL, LONDON (destroyed 1941 by bombing) 


designed by C. J. PHIPPS and T. E. KNIGHTLEY

An exceptional designin which 
at least two characteristics known 
to be useful acoustically, were 
introduced. The first was the 
convex splay which helped to 
mitigate concentrated reflection, 
despite the concave rear wall; 
and the second was the use of 
resonant panelling, absorbing the 
bass. The balance of tone was 
good for an orchestra, but rever- 
beration time was on the short 
side and there were many who 
did not like the hall for choral 
work,

Although built in the roth century, this hall with its many tiers, 
drapes, pelmets, heavy mouldings and embellishments, which com- 
bine with the inevitable dust to provide absorbents over the full range 
of frequencies, is, in fact, similar in almost every respect to the 18th 
century baroque opera house. Many people may prefer the atmo- 


sphere created by the horseshoe plan with its many tiers and boxes 
to the modern arrangement exemplified at the Royal Festival Hall ; 
indeed for the music for which they were designed—Moczartian opera 
—the opera houses were excellent, but the short reverberation time 
(one of their characteristics), which gave the clarity required, would 
be found too short for orchestral and choral work today.

The first large ‘‘ modern ” concert hall in which the design was based on 


a particular theory of acoustics. 


The idea of using a ceiling in near 


parabolic sections, together with a flat splayed reflector (both designed 


to reinforce the sound) was developed by M. Gustave Lyon. 


The 


surfaces of the ceiling and the splayed sides were plain, and corrective 
absorbents were not used. The result was that there were objectionable 
sound reflections from the back of the hall to the orchestra, and listening 


conditions were at first 
very poor. The later 
addition of absorbents to 
lessen the reflections thus 
reduced the reverberation 
time so much that listen- 
ing conditions are still not 
thought to be particularly 
good. 


The conclusion to be 
drawn from this design is 
that fan-shaped halls with 
plain flat reflective sur- 
faces are unlikely to be 
acoustically satisfactory. 
However, one can under- 
stand that architects who 
were anxious to further 
the modern movement 
wished to rid their designs 
of the embellishments as- 
sociated with earlier types 
of hall; embellishments 
which were, curiously 
enough, more functional 
than the plain surfaces.

' As little absorbent as possible was used in the elliptically-planned auditorium, 
and the finishes are hard plaster and plywood, irregularly battened. The 
fan-shaped plan and curved walls makes a most interesting comparison, not

cation of acoustic theory. These ideas 
included unfamiliar treatment of both the 
arrangement of the orchestra vis a vis the 
audience, and also of the internal finishes. 
The plan is markedly fan shaped, with 
curved rear wall and curved balcony fronts. 
It was found necessary to make the rear wall 
very absorbent to prevent reflections focusing 
on the orchestra, and this contributed to a 
lower reverberation time than the 2-1 seconds 
which had been desired. The orchestra is 
placed on a stepped platform and is contained 
within the main body of the hall without any 
form of proscenium; the audience is in 
3 tiers and as many as possible of the seats are 
arranged to be at a higher level than the 
orchestra. Note that at the Festival Hall the 
balcony (officially known as the Grand Tier) 
is already reputed to be the best listening 
position. 


It is noticeable that all the concert halls 
described are provided with organs. At 
Copenhagen the organ is very prominent, and 
it has obviously been considered an important 
element in the design of the auditorium. 
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ROYAL FESTIVAL HALL : 


The Royal Festival Hall has been built in just under 
two years. Following the approval of the plans and 
estimates, work commenced on the site on May 4, 
1949, and the building was opened by the King on 


May 3, I95I. 


ACCOMMODATION.—The auditorium has seat- 
ing accommodation for 2,800, with 250 additional 
seats in the choir, and space for 300 persons stand- 
ing; a total of 3,350. Whilst the auditorium has 
been designed exclusively for concerts, and there is 
no proscenium or stage, arrangements have been 
made for the occasional performance of ballet, and 
extra lighting has been installed for this purpose. 
A large organ is being made for the hall, and when 
it is ready it will replace an electronic organ which is 
being used temporarily. 

In addition to the auditorium, the design includes a 
smaller theatre-type hall to accommodate about 750, 
to be used for plays, chamber music concerts, and 
cinema projection. It was decided at the outset to 
delay building this hall, together with certain other 
accommodation, including a picture gallery, until 
after the Festival. When it is built the small hall 
will be located on the South East side of the building, 
and this elevation has therefore been finished tem- 
porarily with asbestos wall cladding, and with a 
large temporary window. 

The accommodation in the present building pro- 
vides, in addition to the auditorium, very spacious 
foyers, promenades and cloak rooms, a large restau- 
rant on two levels, with the necessary kitchens and 
serveries, several bars and a meeting room. In 
addition there are offices for the administration and 
technical staff and changing rooms for performers. 
The ‘‘ back stage’’ accommodation will be much 
ncreased when the hall is completed, and will include 
several practice rooms, including one large enough 
for orchestral rehearsals, and a music library. A 
large terrace which has been provided outside the 
restaurant on the river front, forms the roof of an 
enclosed car park below. 

PLANNING.—The main factors governing the 
arrangement of the plan were the restricted size of 
the site, the need to isolate the auditorium from 
external noise, the difficult circulation problem pre- 
sented by the requirements of two halls with a large 
common reception and foyer space, and the available 
approaches. All the conditions have been met, and 
uninterrupted views of the river are available from 


the restaurant and foyers. 
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DESIGN 


SITE WORKS AND FOUNDATIONS.—The 


site presented exceptional problems. Ground water 
level was only about thirteen feet below ground level, 
and the foundations were required to be laid some 
twelve feet below this water level. Further there 
were the extensive foundations of many demolished 
buildings to be removed. It was decided to take 
the rather unusual course of reducing the ground 
water level over the whole site by draining it with a 


> 


surrounding ring of ‘‘ wells,’ and then to excavate 
the whole site to — 11 ft. 0 in., i.e. approximately 
25 ft. of excavation. Individual column bases were 
laid on a concrete “ mat”’ placed at the bottom of 


the excavation. 


CONSTRUCTION.—The structure of the building 
is of reinforced concrete. This had the advantage of 
providing the mass necessary for sound insulation. 
Generally, the structure is that of beams and slabs 
supported on columns. However, structural walls 
enclose the auditorium and the escape staircases. 
The former are built in two 10-in. leaves with a 12-in. 
cavity between to provide the necessary sound 
insulation. There are no ties between the leaves and 
the inner leaf carries the roof, which is also of a 
doubie construction. The roof is not a “ shell” but 


a reinforced concrete barrel, tied at the bottom by

other main function of these trusses was to act as 


steel ties which form part of the steel “trusses.” 


permanent centering for the roof. 

The construction of the grand tier is unusual. It 
consists of a hollow reinforced concrete box, of 
triangular cross section, spanning across the audi-

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FiINISHES.—Concrete was not considered a suffi- 
ciently decorative material to be left exposed, and 
therefore almost the whole of the structure, both 
internally and externally, has been clothed in pro- 
tective and decorative materials applied as veneers. 
Where possible, contrast in,colour and texture is 
obtained by the use of natural materials, and painted 
plaster surfaces have been used as little as possible. 
Portland stone and Hadene marble facing slabs are 
used extensively and the jointing is intentionally 
“ non-structural’? to emphasise its applied nature. 
Internally, use has been made of new combinations 
of materials, such as rockwool behind perforated 
plastic sheets, which is used for some foyer suspended 
ceilings, and of new ways of fixing materials, such as

P. H. PARKIN (of BRS) 


‘* This is the first time that a concert hall has been ‘ tuned’ before being opened. It ts 
also the first time that professional musicians have been consulted in any systematic 
fashion. There is no doubt that both courses have been very well worth-while. The 
main question that musicians have been asked is whether they would prefer more ‘ fullness 
of tone’ at the expense of ‘ definition, or vice-versa. The general trend of opinion 
throughout the four acoustic tests has been that the fullness of tone should be increased, 
and by the time the last test had been held 75 per cent. of the musicians wanted the hall 
left as it was, while the remaining 25 per cent. wanted either more ‘ fullness of tone’ 
or more definition. If we had not had this ‘ tuning period’ the hall would have opened 
with an appreciable lack of ‘ fullness of tone.’ —_It has been possible to ensure that no major 
acoustical defects developed while tuning was carried out. For example, there are still 
no echoes in the hall, in spite of the fact that large areas of absorbent have been removed 
during the tuning period. 


**To a London concert-goer, who has for some years been accustomed to other concert 
halls, the acoustics of the Royal Festival Hall may be rather a surprise. The acoustics 
tests have shown that the more often people go to the hall the more they like it. For 
example, between two of the tests no changes to the hall’s acoustics were made, yet most 
of the 240 people who were questioned said that the acoustics were better on the second 
occasion than on the first.” 


WILLIAM ALLEN (of BRS) 


“As is now well known the train noises from Hungerford Bridge have been successfully 
excludcd, and the insulation necessary for this purpose has led to a background noise level 
in the auditorium low enough for the quietest playing to be heard more easily than in most 
other halls. 


** The exceptional clarity of the music is probably due to the view which the audience gets 
of all parts of the orchestra, a result of having both orchestra and audience on fairly 
steeply-ramped seating. W:th flat or shallow-sloped seating in the stalls of a hall direct 
sound ts poor and opinions as to the acoustical quality of the hall often depend on whether 
the listener sits in the stalls or the balcony. The best liked position in the Festival Hall is 
the balcony. (This is true of many halls.) But opinions in favour of front and rear 
stalls have also been given and differences in the sound received by people in various 
positions are much less than in previous halls studied by the BRS. 


** It is,of course, too early to make any final judgments on the acoustics : we have not 
yet heard any choral or organ music in the hall, but it can be said that the hall does not 
have any serious defects and has certain distinctive attributes which seem to please most 
people. If it favours one kind of music more than another, it would seem to be that of 
modern composers and those among the classic composers who benefit especially from 
good definition, such as Bach. It also seems to flatter a good performance and it is, 
perhaps, critical of poor playing—-this might be a very good thing for orchestras to know.’’ 


HOPE BAGENAL (acoustic consultant) 


Mr. Bagenall has expressed the view that a iust opinion has been given by The Times 
music critic, who wrote on April 16 after the last trial concert :— 


“* There is no doubt that they have made an improvement, which was immediately noticeable 
in the front seats . . . Proper blend has now been secured without sacrifice of clarity . . . 
The sounds do not now evaporate quite so quickly in any part of the hall and there is very 
little difference in general audibility between any of the stalls . .. from a distant 
scat downstairs the piano sounded near and the tone was less brittle than at the former test. 
“* Some slight doubt remained whether the strings would sound better with even more 
resonance, but the revolver shots showed that the margin of tolerance for reverberation is 
being approached. It may therefore be better to let well alone.” 
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SIR MALCOLM SARGENT (musical consultant) 


Sir Malcolm Sargent said that endless trouble had been taken in designing the auditorium, 
and that he was very satisfied with the result. He pointed out that architects and acoustic 
consultants were always afraid of echoes and had a tendency to design for definition and 
clarity rather than for resonance. On the other hand, he said that all those concerned with 
the hall were determined to get it right, and that adjustments could still be made, and, 
if necessary, would be made. 


He had, he said, always been optimistic and had “‘ no use for the ‘ blighters ’ who ‘ blighted’ 
the building from the outset with their pessimism.” He noticed that those who had forecast 


failure because of the noise from the Hungerford Bridge trains now kept very quiet. 


SIR ADRIAN BOULT 


Sir Adrian Boult said that this important hall would undoubtedly be the best in London. 
He thought that the reverberation time should be at least as long as-it is at present and 
that, in order to give greater force to the strings, their position might be a little higher 
in relation to the audience. 

He quoted the Leipzig Gewandhaus, where he had played piano accompaniments, as the 
most perfect hall that he knew, and said that by comparison, the Festival Hall was 
extremely sensitive and that players could not afford to make any mistakes. “ In this 
hall you get back what you give.” As a point of detail he mentioned that architects 
should not forget that plavers’ scores had to be nearly upright on the stands and that 
vertical lighting from above might sometimes make reading difficult. 


BASIL CAMERON 


Mr. Cameron said that he had found the hall pleasant to conduct in, but that his impression 
was that there might with advantage be more depth to the orchestra platform so that the 
players might be more clearly grouped. He had also heard comments to the effect that 
the platform should be a little higher so as to bring the orchestra into greater prominence. 
This applied particularly to the positiow of soloists, who were at present rather close to 
the front seats of the stalls. He had found the lighting on the orchestra platform quite 
satisfactory. 


MEMBERS OF THE LONDON PHILHARMONIC ORCHESTRA 


Mr. Riddle said that the hall was a most comfortable one in which to play by oneself 
but that, when the whole orchestra played, there was rather less feeling of ensemble than 
in some other halls in which he had played. The arrangement of the platform in tiers 
meant that some of the instruments probably sounded loud to the audience but relatively 
soft to members of the orchestra. In general, he had been used to rounder orchestra 
platforms and thought that it would take a little time to get used to the present arrange- 
ment. 


Mr. Alexandra agreed with these comments and said that, as a player, he got the impression 
that the sound tended to fly away. 


Mr. Wilson felt that, at present, the orchestra was rather too near the front seats of the 
audience and that the hall would be improved if the tone of the strings could be made a 
little more resonant. He said that the actual arrangement of the players was probably 
still a matter of experiment and that new arrangements would probably be worked out 
to suit the hall. 


All three agreed that the conditions for playing were excellent and that the stands and 
lighting were most satisfactory.

a description of PAINTS, FINISHES and DOOR FURNITURE. 


PAINTS.—One of the characteristics of the 
interior design of the Festival Hall is that most 
of the decoration and colour is obtained by 
the use of materials which are themselves 
decorative, needing no applied ornamenta- 
tion: for example, the Hadene marble on 
the outside of the auditorium, and the elm 
panelling which lines much of the interior. 
Where metals are used they are mostly non- 
ferrous, and as they have been polished and 
preserved witha coating of clear lacquer, their 
natural qualities are displayed. It is notable 
that so little applied colour has been used at a 
time when it is fashionable to emphasize form 
in “buildings by contrasting areas of intense 
colour. 


Two areas where paint has been applied 
extensively are the ceilings of the main foyer 
and of the auditorium. In both instances 
the choice of paints was governed by factors 
peculiar to this building. More often than 
not paint is chosen because of its reputation 
for durability or because the manufacturer can 
supply a particular colour range; but in 
deciding on suitable treatments for the two 
ceilings in question the architects were faced 
with other problems. The foyer ceiling con- 
sists of a large and practically unbroken sur- 
face of fibrous plaster. The architects wanted 
this ceiling to be white. But it was very 
liable to show any irregularities because of 
specular reflection of the light falling on it 
from the windows. In order to avoid such 
reflection a truly matt surface was required, 
and one which would have some degree of 
texture. Many combinations of paints were 
tried on the recommendation of the general 
contractors, who were consulted throughout 
in the specification of the paints used in the 





building, and a final choice was made of a 
finely stippled stone paint finished with a 
flat oil paint. The finishing paint was care- 
fully chosen for its even and particularly 
*‘matt”’ quality. The fibrous plaster ground 
presented the familiar difficulties of painting 
on new plaster, but to ensure an even effect a 
primer was used to adjust porosity. 

The suspended auditorium ceiling is also 
white, and much the same _ requirements 
applied as to surface finish. The problem 
was further complicated, however, by the 
inclusion of the lime-bound vermiculite 
which lay on top of the fibrous plaster, and 
which might cause the ‘usual defects due to 
the alkalinity of the lime. So that the 
suspended scaffold could be removed quickly, 
a paint which could be applied without wait- 
ing for lengthy drying out of the background 
had to be found: it had also to be a “ per- 
manent ”’ finish. A synthetic emulsion flat 
paint was chosen and the ceiling was treated 
with a sealer, brushed on to obtain adhesion, 
and with subsequent coats sprayed on. As 
may be known generally, there were originally 
certain areas of ceiling lined with woodwool 
slabs. The possibility of dipping these in 
dye was investigated because of the difficulty 
of ensuring that by normal painting methods 
all the cavities be preserved for acoustic 
reasons whilst still retaining evenness of 
colour. It was, however, found unsatisfac- 
tory and the slabs were ultimately sprayed 
with a distemper. 


Amongst other types of paint used in 
various places throughout the building, it is 
worth mentioning, perhaps, that chlorinated 
rubber paint was used on the structural concrete 
in the boiler house. This paint gave the

required degree of gloss and was also suitable 
for application to concrete, a background 
which is known to affect standard oil bas: 
paints adversely. 


DOOR FURNITURE.—What is particu 
larly noticeable about the door furniture is 
that the metal portions of it are for the most 
part polished. The difficulty of maintaining 
bronze in a polished state has prompted the 
trade to adopt the general application of 
artificial toning (accelerated oxidising, either 
by oven or acid processes) which produce 
what is logsely termed ‘‘ BMA finish.” A 
polish can, however, be maintained if the 
metal is protected with a shellac and if it is 
rubbed over occasionally with a waxy rag. 


At the Festival Hall an alloy known as “ silver 
bronze”? has been much used. The alloy, 
which contains nickel and is known also as 
nickel silver, or German silver, is harder than 
the majority of bronzes used in door furniture 
and, besides having a pleasing colour, main- 
tains its brightness, when polished, rather 
longer than other types of bronze. It is, 
however, unsuitable for certain methods of 
manufacture, and where varying techniques 
were necessary, such as drawing, casting and 
spinning in order to produce the required 
articles, a different alloy, containing a per- 
centage of manganese was used. Because 
the bronze is polished, particular care was 
necessary to avoid the variations in colour 
which occur as, for instance, between drawn 
and cast metal. 


The combination of wood and metal is a 
further notable feature of the door furniture, 
most of which has been specially designed by 
the architects.

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Door furniture. Much of the door furniture is in polished silver bronze, but in 
certain places, and especially where a variety of techniques were required to produce 
the particular shapes which were wanted, it was necessary to find an alloy which 
could be spun, drawn, cast, and used in sheet form, and which, at the same time, 
would not show too much variation in colour when polished. For this purpose an 
alloy using a percentage of manganese was used. Above and top right, detail of 
polished bronze door furniture on external armour plate glass entrance doors. 
Greater interest and variety of colour is given to the handles by the ebony insets. 
This combination of wood and polished bronze has been used with effect in a number 
of other door handles throughout the building. Right, auditorium door, showing 
glass panel, wooden push-plate and treatment at edge of metal frame to prevent the 
passage of sound.

THE BRITISH INDUSTR.ES FAIR 


Every year the British Industries Fair 
occupies more and more floor space, and 
any attempt to look at it properly is some- 
thing of a major operation. The layout 
of Castle Bromwich, fortunately, is the 
same as in previous years, the main sec- 
tion of interest to architects being Building 
and Heating (Group B), though it is still 
rather necessary to look at the Hardware 
and Electrical sections as well. Since the 
war there has been a very marked increase 
in the outdoor exhibits. Before 1939 there 
was little more to be seen than a tractor 
or two giving occasional ploughing 
demonstrations, but now there is an area 
of 3 acres or more, packed with contractors’ 
plant, varying from portable drills to 15 
yard scrapers and excavators. Most of this 
plant is designed and made in this country, 
a welcome change from the time when all 
heavy earth-moving equipment had to be 
imported from America. There are, for 
example, the new Vickers tractors, in- 
numerable mobile cranes lifting up to 10 
tons or so, and small tractors and hoists 
which help to make smaller housebuilding 
jobs less expensive. It is often thought that 
the building industry does not make as 
much use as it should of the many different 
mechanical aids now on the market, but | 
think a visit to almost any building site 
will show that many firms, even the small 
ones, make a point of using such things 
as power barrows and hoists; while a visit, 
for instance, to the South Bank site reveals 
that the use of power hand tools. such 
as Saws, p!anes ard drills, is also becoming 
fairly common.

So far as architects are concerned, Castle 
Bromwich has a number of excellently 
designed stands, though rather more in the 
electrical and engineering sections than 
in the group devoted to building, were 
designed by architects. 

For those who have time to visit the whole 
exhibition, the Furniture, Textiles and 
Plastics sections are at Earls Court, but a 
visit to Olympia seems to be unnecessary 
unless you want to buy a new radio set or 
vacuum cleaner. 

Dealing with the exhibits themselves, there 
was comparatively little which has not 
already been seen at various building exhi- 
bitions or at the Ideal Home. A new stain- 


less steel sink by W. H. Paul Ltd. has 
a tap in the cupboard below the sink and is

Newton Chambers & Co., a firm which 
seems to make almost everything from disin- 
fectants to excavators, have just produced 
a new alternative to the usual liquid soap 
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One of the standard stands in the National

dispenser. The usual type, they say. suffers 
from the disadvantage that people use more 
soap than they need and, also, that the com- 
plete fitting is often stolen. They have 
evolved a new type of soap with about the 
same consistency as shaving cream and an 
“unstealable ” dispenser for it. designed 
by our old friend Mr. Christian Barman, in 
collaboration with Newton Chambers tech- 
nicians. The back part of the fitting is 
screwed to the wall and the main body slides 
into it and is spring locked in position. 
When the soap in the bottle is used up, a 
special key is used to remove the fitting and 
a new bottle can be inserted. Each boitle 
holds enough soap for 2,000 washes and the 
bottles sell at 40s. a dozen, including pur- 
chase tax, while the wall fitting costs 30s. 
This fitting is intended mainly for wash- 
rooms in factories and restaurants, but I see 
no reason why it should be out of place in 
your own bathroom if you happen to like 
that sort of thing. Assuming a family of 
four, each washing four times a day, my 
arithmetic suggests that you should use three 
bottles of soap a year. or about 10s. worth, 
which seems a good deal cheaper than 
buying soap in cakes. 

The Radiation group stand this year is 
devoted entirely to solid fuel appliances, 
perhaps as a result of Mr. Gaitskell’s pro

hibitive rate of purchase tax. The whole- 
house warming system installed by Radia- 
tion in the experimental houses at Stanmore 
has already received fairly wide publicity, 
and its warming equipment has been put 
into immediate production, in both the gas 
and solid fuel burning versions. The rated 
output of the unit is 50 gallons of water per 
day at 140° F. and space heating equivalent 
to 30,000 B.Th.U. per hour at an efficiency 
of 60 to 75 per cent., according to output. 
For a house of a thousand square feet of 
floor area, built to Egerton standards, this 
will maintain the whole house at 60° F. at 
all times, the living room and dining space 
at 67° F. for eight hours, and the bedrooms 
at 65° F. for four hours. All this on an 
annual consumption of four tons of fuel. 
The height of the unit itself is seven feet, 
and it will fit into a recess 48 in. wide by 
26 in. deep. This includes the space taken 
up by a hot-water cylinder. Only a normal 
9-in. by 9-in. flue is necessary. 

Among other exhibits, I was amused by 
a “hearing hat for deaf ladies with secret 
pockets which house the aid, batteries and 
earphone.” If policemen can have miniature 
radio sets in their helmets I suppose this 
idea is really quite sensible as it avoids the 
all too visible wires, boxes and microphones 
here and there. There. is an alternative 
model for men “ worn behind the tie.” One 
minor discovery—Wolseley Sheep Shearing 
Machine Co., Ltd., have evolved a mobile 
canteen for cows. From this they have 
invented the deplorable name of “Cow- 
feteria.” 


Announcements 


A revised form of application for import 
licence ILB/3 (revised), for goods other than 
vehicles, machinery, plant, scientific instru- 
ments and parts, has been introduced by the 
Import Licensing Branch of the BOT. The 
form provides that the applicant, in effect, 
completes his own form of import licence 
with two copies, and, in approved cases, 
this will be validated as an import licence 
by the BOT. The date of the issue of the 
licence will be indicated by a perforated 
device. Whilst applications for licences on 
the old form of application will continue to 
be accepted by the BOT, it is hoped that 
importers will use the new form as soon as 
possible. Copies may be obtained from the 
BOT, Import Licensing Branch, Romney 
House, Tufton Street, London, S.W.1. (Tele- 
phone: ABBey 9080), or from all Regional 
Offices of the BOT. 


The BOT, in consultation with the Central 

Price Regulation Committee have made the 
General Hollow-ware (Maximum Prices) 
(Amendment No. 4) Order, 1951. This 
Order, which has been made after a careful 
review, further amends the General Hollow- 
ware (Maximum Prices) Order, 1949, as 
amended, by omitting the First Schedule, 
which laid down manufacturers’ cash maxi- 
mum prices for specified descriptions of cast 
iron hollow-ware, and fixing as maximum 
prices those charged by manufacturers 
during the “ basic period ” (June-July, 1949) 
together with an increase of 22} per cent. 
in the case of cast iron hollow-ware with 
tinned interior finish, and of 10 per cent. 
in the case of cast iron hollow-ware with 
black, barffed or enamelled interior finish. 
These increases, which are the first since the 
end of 1947, have been granted at the request 
of the manufacturers to take account of the 
increased cost of tin and other raw materials. 
The Order came into operation on April 23. 
Copies of the Order are now on sale.

We also 
omitted to mention that Hening and Chitty, 
F.R.LB.A., are the co-ordinating architects 
for the festival, in addition to being the 
designers and architects for the Town Plan- 
ning Pavilion, the Administration Block, the 
various lavatory blocks the layout of the 
Lansbury site, its general decorative treat- 
ment and details of its circulation route. The 
caption on page 511 was misleading as 
John Wright was responsible only for the 
decorative treatment of the crane (vertical 
feature) and not for the other features in 
the picture, all of which were the work of 
Hening and Chitty, F.R.1.B.A.

Today, at the new Stevenage School, the windows and doors 
have become showpieces of skilled design and manufacture: a 
tribute both to the Architects, F. R. S. Yorke, F.R.1.B.A., 
E. Rosenberg and C. S. MardaJl, A.R.I.B.A., and also to the 
window-makers they specified: Williams & Williams Ltd., of 
Chester. 

The new Stevenage school is a study in the intelligent use 
and manufacture of windows: they form, with their slender, 
graceful lines, an attractive and yet strictly economical cladding 
to the structural steel frame. Vast areas have been filled with 
glass and steel. Nevertheless on examination it will be seen 
that the amount of metal used is surprisingly small. The 
Architects planned an 8 ft. 3 ins. window module, and Williams 
& Williams engineers designed a series of standardised com- 
ponents which were assembled in different ways for each 
category of window in the building. 


The window most generally used had a fixed light below 
transom and opening lights above. All the latter were inter- 
changeable—a factor which greatly facilitated erecting and 
glazing. The stanchions were masked externally by uniform 
pressed metal cover plates and no screws or bolts were visible. 


Four in one’ The main staircase window is composed of 
four 8 ft. 3 in. module units set in an opening 33 ft. x 20 ft. 
Williams & Williams made the transoms form the bracings 
for the stanchions, eliminating the need for heavy-looking 
structural steel members. The result is a simply-styled window 
perfectly in keeping with the character of the building. 





Windows with fins Streamlined 
aluminium sunshields, deflectors and 
cills (left) specially designed for the 
building by Williams & Williams form 
part of the windows of the special 
subject classrooms in the main block. 
The vertical fins are 12 ft. high and 
project 1ift. 9ins. The horizontal 
deflectors which shield the ground 
floor windows from overhead sunshine 
are pivoted to raise and lower for ease 
of cleaning.

Staffroom with a view = The 
light and pleasant staffroom (below) is 
an example of the use of Williams & 
Williams windows to fill wall space to 
advantage. The area is spanned by a 
range of alternating fixed and opening 
lights, the metalwork of which is 
neatly proportioned both for the sake 
of appearance and for economy in the 
use of steel. Through these windows 
the sunlit south elevation of the main 
classroom block is clearly visible. 
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Loggia entrance The photograph above shows the main 
entrance to the new Stevenage School. It is a happy com- 
bination of good design and adroit use of standardised purpose- 
made units. The metal doors are well-proportioned and in 
keeping with the range of sidelights to the right and also with 
the sunlights above. It will be seen that Williams & Williams 
have incorporated the structural round columns of the building 
in the general window design and have given special emphasis 
to them, using them as the main mullions. Above the main 
entrance a series of the general windows accord naturally with 
the overall style of the entrance facade. 


A light hall Doors and windows along the two longest 
sides of this hall offset the comparative lowness of the ceiling 
and contribute to a light and airy appearance. 


One of the class rooms This classroom is typical 
of the new Stevenage school: the main windows on the left 
are of the general pattern, on the 8 ft. 3 in. module, and 
there are also smaller windows along the top of the right 
hand wall to increase the admission of daylight.
